2. Order has been wel ^maintained on the railroads; there are no special railway 
Police on the trains and conductors are not accompanied by armed guards® Very- 
few troops patrol the right-of-way north of the Yangtze* but south of the 
Yangtze ther are heavy guards at stations and along the right-of-way. 
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
